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This  short  bibliography  serves  only  as  an  introduction 
to  the  non-techioical  aspects  of  the  energy  crisis  and 
of  the  future  possibilities.  In  detail  it  covers  only 
the  period  1969  to  date,  and  it  follows  that  sooner  than 
it  is  published  there  will  be  much  additional  material. 
The  published  material  preceding  1969  is  only  provided  to 
give  a  brief  historical  perspective. 
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
